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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because figures 5 and 6A should be labeled as 
"Prior Art". Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 
§102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. patent 2,309,719 to Vaill. 
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The Vaill hose coupling as shown in figure 3 illustrates all of the features of the 
present invention including hose body 17 having a corrugated metal tube 12 as an 
inner layer and outer layer 17 circumscribing a radial outer side thereof. A 
connecting part 5 arrangedon an end portion of the hose 17. A ridge insert pipe 8 
provided on the connecting part 5 wherein the insert pipe 8 is inserted in an axial 
end portion of the hose body (see fig. 3) and secured to an end portion of the 
corrugated metal tube via ribs 10. A socket fitting 18 is fitted on an end portion of 
the hose body securely compressed radially inward to be secured to an end portion 
of the hose body with the socket fitting extending longitudinally of the hose 
beyond an inserting end of the insert pipe in a direction away from an end of the 
hose body. As to claim 2 the rigid insert pipe 8 is formed integrally on the 
connecting part 5.
